Designs for a. transoceanic 
“super-clipper’: so efficient that 
it is almost inconceivable even 
in terms of the relatively mo- 
dern flying boats now cruising 
the Pacific, have just been com- 
pleted by Seversky Aircraft 
Corporation engincers and sub- 
mitted. in competition with other 
designs to Pan: American Air- 
ways. ' 


‘If selected, the new sky-liners 
will be used to realise the long-. 
awaited trans-Atlantic air ser- 
vice between Europe and the 


| United States. 


The Seversky “super-clipper” 
has been designed to carry 0 pay- 
lond of 43,000 pounds, or over 20 
tons, with a cruising range: of 
5,000 miles at a minimum cruising 
speed of 250 miles an hour and & 
top speed of. over 300 miles an 
hour. 


In other words, the glant flying- 
boats would be ablo to carry 120 
passengers and cargo a distance 
equal fo that from London to Delhi, 
Indla, or New York to Rio de 
Janciro, without a stop.

Duplicating the United States gov-

OBITUARY 


As I promised In my last week's 
trticle I am putting up a few notes 
on the names of those cricketers who 
died during 1937. J hardly yemem- 
ber a Hst which contains so many 
well-known names. The first of 
them js that of G. W. Beldam, He 
played for Middlesex for nearly ten 
years, and on occasion for the Gentle- 
men, I saw him bat once or twice 
ond my—very vague—recollection= 18 
that he was somewhat cramped in 
his style. He is, however, better: 
known to the present gencratlon of 
cricketers for his photographic work 
which was published in a book en- 
titled “Great Batsmen”, in which 
C. B. Fry wrote the descriptive letter- 
press for the photographs, |: 


Another cricketer to pass’ over, 
whom I offen saw In action, {3 Walter 
Brearley. “He was shortish, of very 
powerful biild, and sent down o 
Aremendously fast ball with a run of 
only a few paces. He got his speed 
entirely with body-swing, He was 


one of the great fast bowlers of. the 
early yenrs of this century. Another 
of them, C. P, Buckenham the Essex 
professional, bas also passed away. 
He was a brilliant bowler with ‘a 
fluid sort of run and o graceful and 


ensy delivery. I shnll never forget], 


seeing Gilbert Jessop at Lord's once, 
walking-down the pitch.to-him occa- 
slonally and then bending back from 
the hips and cutting the fastest balis 
off his middle stump to the boundary. 

J, B, Challen has died also. His 
name !s not so Widely known’ but ft 
4s one to conjure with in Somersct 
and Devon. He was for many years 
o schoolemaster’ and 1 think once 
Head of West Buckland School, near 
Filleigh, though I may bo mistaken 
in this. Another grcat. West Country 
player, George Dennett has died. He 
bowled for over twenty years for 
Gloucester, and, after Nghting through 
the . South African War,’ fought 
through the Great War, and retired 
os a Captain. 


But I perceive that my. space will 
not allow me to denl adequately with 
my subject ond I must complete this 
article on‘ Tuesday next.

To make a delicious veal 
casserole, cut two pounds of. 
veal in small pieces. Wash, 
prepare and dice one onion, one 
turnip, one carrot, ahd w little 
celery. «Put all into 2 casserole 
and add one ounce of pear! bar- 
ley." Add a quart of water, finely 
chopped parsley, and seasoning 
to taste. Simmer gently for 
three hours and serve with toast. 

Here Is a thick veal soup:—Cover 
with water ond» boll separately a 
knucklo of veni and three Pounds of 
tripe, This will take about three 
‘hours, Then skim off the fat and put 
the liquors together in a pot, Cut 
the tripe into small picces and do the 
same with the veal; add to the Hquor, 
with three Inrge potatoes and two 
onions. Thicken the soup when
